Tbs  greatest  cleanliness  U  necessary  a*  «-

ng  allows!  to  become  hard  and  knotty. 
*  Tbs  patients  who  destroy  blanket*  or  bedding 
should  ust*  toft  warm  blankets,  eitl^er  quilted 
to  ticking  cr  seared  op  la  a  complete  ticking 
cats." 

Tin  proportion  of  single- bailed  rooms  should 
bo  two-thirds  j  a  fa w  small  rooms  only,  for  four 
or  fir®  beds  in  each,  for  the  timid,  tin  melan¬ 
choly,  and  tin  suicidal,  should  be  allowed.  In 
Carour  of  largo  dormitories  tha  Dr.  does  not 
know  a  single  reason.  u  Those  who  sleep  in 
them  are  generally  eery  discontented,  and  the 
air  in  them  becomes  indescribably  oppressive 
when  the  patients  bars  been  two  hours  in  feci, 
and  cerer  becomes  quits  fresh  and  purs.  Oos 
accidentally  noisy  patient  disturbs  ail  the  rest, 
or  on«  suddenly  irritated  or  starting  oat  of  a 
dream  may  rush  upon  and  injure  his  neighbour. 
“The  violent  patients  must  of  course  be  in  single 
rooms,  and  if  dirty  patients  are  herded  together 
at  night  a  dormitory  becomes  perfectly  disgust¬ 
ing}  and  as  for  the  clean,  orderly  and  conva¬ 
lescent  patients,  no  eomplaiat  is  so  constantly 
on  their  lips  as  that  arising  from  their  not  har¬ 
ing  a  tingle  room,  and  consequently  nq.t  a  mo¬ 
ment  to  tfceuuelres,  or  any  place  where  they 
can  be  quiet,  or,  in  their  frequently-uttered 
words,  where  they  can  eren  say  their  prayers 
withoot  Interruption.  I  would  therefore  hare 
at  least  two-thirds  of  tha  bed-rooms  siogla 
rooms,  very  few  and  small  dormitories,  and  no 
large  ones.  ’

The  time  which  may  elapse  before  redaction 
becomes  impracticabla  U  variously  stated  by 
different  authors;  one  thing  however  w*  think 
pretty  certain,  vix. — that  the  longer  it  is  de- 
laved  the  more  likely  th*  inversion  is  to  recur. 
We  agree  with  Dr.  Mackeliar  in  thinking  that 
th*  second  inversion  took  place  on  the  4th,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  more  particular  exa¬ 
mination  was  not  mad*  at  that  time.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible,  too,  that  if  Ergot  of  Bye,  ia  small  re¬ 
peated  doses,  had  been  given,  and  cold  astrin¬ 
gents,  instead  of  warm  relaxing  applications 
(which  seem  to  have  been  indicated  by  the 
threatening  inflammatory  symptoms)  had  been 
used,  at  first,  tha  second  inversion  might  have 
been  prevented ;  whether  it  coaid  have  been 
again  reduced,  is  exceedingly  doubtfai 

We  cannot  avoid  remarking  that  some  prac¬ 
titioner*  appear  never  to  have  unsuccessful 
cases — at  least  they  neTer  put  them  on  record. 
Such  cases  are,  however,  frequently  more  in- 
structiv*  than  these  about  the  favourable  re¬ 
sults  of  which  the  reporter*  indulge  m  so  much 
self- grata  lotion  (in  bow  many  such  cases  the 
recovery  of  the  patient  is  only  a  lucky  uccideot 
it  ia  impossible  to  say),  and  great  credit  is 
therefore  due  to  th*  practitioner  who  has  th* 
hooe-uy  and  the  courage  to  lay  them  before  the 
proft-mon  ;  if  they  convey  no  information  to 
the  oiler  member*  of  our  body,  they  serve,  at 
least,  as  beacons  to  the  younger  and  les*  expe¬ 
rienced  among  a*  — E».)

arid  the  situations  cf  honour  or  profit  ia  the 
colony,  to  which  member*  cf  our  profession 
may  aspire,  art  so  few  ia  number,  and  those 
few  *0  44  jobbed,”  and  ia  general,  where  any 
payment  is  given,  *0  badly  remunerated, 
that,  like  two  or  three  bare  bones  thrown 
among  a  crowd  cf  hungry  dogs,  they  txeiu 
angry  contention*  for  their  possession,  but, 
*wbea  obtained,  give  litde  or  no  mis  faction 
ta  those  who  get  them. 

That  this  is  a  most  deplorable  state  of 
thing*,  every  one  with  whom  we  hove  con¬ 
versed  ca  the  subject  admits  ;  bat,  with  one 
exception,  ia  which  the  attempt  was  frus¬ 
trated  by  most  despicable  personal  jealousy, 
co  endeavour  that  we  know  of  has  yet  been 
mad*  to  remedy  it. 

The  first  cause  to  which  we  attribute 
khr*  of  the  ill-feeling  exhibited  amongst 
as  is,  we  sincerely  hop**,  io  progress  of  re¬ 
moval,  by  the  amalgamation  of  all  t&e  Me¬

They  have 
their  law  society — their  law  library — their 
regulated  seal*  of  fees  for  everything  they 
do— and  what  is  the  result  1  A  status  in 
society,  and  innumerable  advantage*  in  ho¬ 
nour*  and  emolument  to  which  we,  as  a 
bodj,  tan  never  hope  to  attain,  to  long  as 
w*  remain  the  44  rope  of  sand”  we  now  are. 
TVith  the  knowledge  of  the  evils  arising 
from  oar  disunion,  and  with  such  evidences 
of  the  effects  cf  the  opposite  course,  are  we 
BOtp  good  reader* — we  ask  the  question 
seriously — are  we  not  asses,  44  thrice -sodden 
aases,”  to  neglect  the  example  broadly  sta¬ 
ring  us  in  the  face  every  hour  of  our  lives  ? 
Believe  us,  brethren,  it  only  requires  the 
exercise  of  a  determined  will  to  effect  a  moat 
beneficial  change  in  our  social  condition. 
Let  only  a  beginning  be  made,  bonk  fide, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  result.  We 
must  hive,  then — 

1st — A  Medical  Association,  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  good  feeling  and  honourable 
conduct,  from  which  shall  be  elected  a 
Council,  to  act  as  a  court  of  honour  to 
decide  opon  and  adjust  all  matter*  of 
dispute  among  the  members  of  the 
society — for  meeting  to  discuss  pro¬ 
fessional  and  scientific  subjects,  &c. 

2nd — A  Medical  Library,  and 

3rd — An  Assurance  Fund,  for  affording 
assistance  to  indigent  practitioners* 
their  widows  and  orphans. 

We  shall  return  to  this  subject  at  an 
early  opportunity,  and  shall  then  enter 
more  fully  into  the  details  of  these  objects, 
commending  them,  in  the  mean  time,  to  the 
consideration  of  our  readers.

grading  ;  of  rightly  estimating  the  holy 
luxury  of  doing  good — a  power  far  more  1 
important  than  the  best  regulated  charters,  1 
the  true  and  only  Luting  element  of  our  1 
individual  or  collective  prosperity.

The  number  of  deaths,  altbough  apparently 
large,  will  not  seem  excessive  if  the  kind  of 
pemons  admitted  is  taken  into  consideration, 
while  the  expenditure  i*,  under  all  circum¬ 
stances,  very  moderate,  and  much  credit  is  due 
to  the  committee  of  management  for  having 
effected  so  much  good  with  the  means  at  thsir 
disposal.  If  proper  care  is  taken  ia  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  case*  receiving  relief,  and  we  hare 
no  reason  for  doubting  that  tuch  is  the  fact, 
the  institution  is  a  most  valuable  ooe,  and  de¬

A  feeble  old  man,  living 
al ene  is  ha  own  house,  and  receiving  23s.  per 
week,  araj  have  been  supposed  to  possess  sosne 
a sousiy,  er  he  may  have  had  relations  who  would  i 
profit  fey  hi«  death — his  liquor  mar  have  been  j 
dragged — hi*  skull  may  hav*  been  fractured  by 
a  blow,  or  be  may  have  Wo  “  burked*’ — and,  to  1 
conceal  the  crime,  mar  have  been  thrown  on  the  I 
fire.  Sack  things  have  been  done.  How 
would  the  medical  witness  and  the  coroner 
stand  In  the  eyes  of  the  public.  In  such  a  esse, 
were  it  to  be  afterwards  discovered,  no  post  ! 
wiortm  examination  having  been  made?  What  I 
is  the  use  of  the  coroner  and  bis  court,  if  such 
proceeding*  as  time  are  tolerated?  Better  at 
once  dispense  with  inch  cumbrous  and  expen¬ 
sive  machinery,  and  return  to  “divination” — to 
tho  “  tortea  tityUianct" — the  "  bills  and  key” 
—or  aay  other  simple  and  cheap  mod#  of  pro¬ 
curing  evidence.  Had  no  greater  diligence 
characterised  the  coroner  and  the  medical  wit¬ 
nesses  in  the  case  of  Sarah  Hart,  John  Tawell  1 
ought  etill  bo  alive.

the  tk<Uk  of  as."  Aa  Inquest  was  held  on  the 
17th  instant,  on  the  body  of  John  Holland, 
then  lying  dead  in  Union  Lane.  From  the 
particulars  of  this  case,  as  they  came  out  on  the 
enquiry,  and  subsequently  in  letters  addressed 
to  the  Sydney  Herald  by  Mr.  Bennett,  and 
the  coroner  with  the  constable  at  his  hack, 
It  appears  that  a  man  afflicted  for  some  years 
with  pulmonary  disease,  dies  suddenly,  appa¬ 
rently  fro 03  the  rupture  of  a  blood-vessel  in  the 
lungs.  The  coroner,  we  suppose  through  the 
medium  of  his  jackal,  picks  up  tome  vague  re¬ 
port  somehow,  from  somebody,  somewhere,  and 
thereupon  deckles  upon  holding  an  inquest.  At 
tii«  enquiry  the  constable  states  that  Mr.  Ben¬ 
nett  had  been  the  medical  attendant  of  the  de¬ 
ceased,  and  was  with  him  when  he  died — that 
at  about  half-past  three,  that  afternoon,  he  had 
been  to  summon  Mr.  Bennett  to  attend  the  in¬ 
quest  at  four — that  Mr.  B.,  not  being  at  home, 
he  bad  left  a  message  of  the  time  and  place,  but 
that,  if  he  did  not  come.  Dr.  Tierney,  who  had 
been  attending  a  pa'.ient  in  the  same  house,  and 
had  repeatedly  seen  the  deceased  previous  to  his 
death,  was  than  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  that, 
as  be  could  give  the  necessary  evidence,  his  tes¬ 
timony  might  be  taken  instead  of  Mr.  B.'s. 
The  coroner  then  gives  utterance  to  a  “  pretty 
cooaiderahSe”  quantity  of  benkum,  to  the  effect 
that  although  the  deceased  had,  according  to  re¬ 
port,  been  under  medical  treatment  for  a  consi¬ 
derable  time,  yet  the  circumstances  which  had 


caused  his  death  had  not  been  accounted  for — 
hence,  that  it  became  necessary  to  bold  the  pr*. 
sent  enquiry — how  that,  although  it  was  impe¬ 
rative  on  him,  as  eoroner,  to  bold  an  inquisi¬ 
tion,  yet  be  wae  most  anxious  that  it  should 
be  done  in  such  a  way  ae  -o  give  as  little  annoy- 
sacs  as  possible  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased 
— that  it  was  his  invariable  practice  (erode* 
jadsus !)  whenever  the  deceased  had  a  qualified 
medical  attendant,  to  have,  if  pats  Alt,  his  evi¬ 
dence — how  that,  by  this  course,  the  best  medi¬ 
cal  evidence  possible  was  afforded  to  the  jury 
(wonderful discovery!)— and  that  poet  mortem 
examinatiooa  might  frequently  be  dispensed 
with,  and  so  violence  done  to  the  feelings  of 
the  surviving  relations — that  the  jury  had 
beard  that  Mr.  Bennett  had  attended  the  de¬ 
ceased,  and  had  been  summoned,  but  was  cot 
in  attendance — that  if  he  came,  before  the  ec- 
uiry  dosed,  be  would  certainly  take  his  «v»- 
ence  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  jury — but  that, 
if  he  did  not  corse,  Dr.  Tierney,  who  had  been 
attending  tomebody  the  is  the  same  home, 
coaid  tell  them  all  about  it.  One  of  the  jury 
stating  that,  as  Mr.  B  had  attended  deceased 
as  a  mem  her  of  a  benefit  society,  it  would  be 
mors  satisfactory  to  the  other  members  to  have 
Mr.  Bennett's  evidence,  the  coroner  said  he 
would  certainly  prefer  it  if  it  coaid  be  had,  and 
sent  his  constable  again  to  Mr.  B.'s  bouse. 
The  constable  shortly  returned  and  stated  that 
Mr.  B.  was  still  out.  Dr.  Tierney  was  called, 
desired  to  view  the  body,  and  gave  evidence, 
knowing  no  more  of  the  case  than  what  be  had 
gathered  from  casual  observations  made  to  him 
;  by  the  man  during  his  passing  to  and  fro  through 
the  room,  while  attending  a  patient  in  another 
part  of  the  house. 

In  a  letter  in  the  Herald  of  the  21st,  Mr. 
Bennett  state*  that  as  he  did  not  erpect,  from 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  an  inquest 
would  be  considered  necessary,  otherwise  he 
would  have  communicated  with  the  eoroner,  he 
was  out  when  the  constable  came,  which  he 
states  was,  on  the  first  occasion,  at  a  quarter  to 
3  (for  an  inquest  at  4  !),  and,  on  the  second,  ten 
minutes  past  5 — that  the  friends  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  were  told  that  the  enquiry  was  held  at 
hie  desire,  and  that  the  inquest  was  held  in  op¬ 
position  to  the  strongly-expressed  wishes  of  the 
parties. 

To  this  Messrs.  Brenan  and  Callaghan  have 
replied  5  the  former  affirming  that  he  heard  no¬ 
thing  of  the  opposition  of  the  friends — that  “it 
is  not  his  practice  to  consult  medical  gentlemen 
either  as  to  the  propriety  or  necessity  of  holding 
such  enquiries,  as  he  is  the  sole  judge  in  such 
matters’* — that  he  considers  Mr.  Bennett’s  letter 
l  as  uncalled-for  and  unbecoming,  that  be  (Mr 
Bennett)  is  evidently  ignorant  of  the  relative 
positions  of  medical  attendant  and  coroner — and 
that,  after  the  public  notice  taken  by  him  at  the 
inquest,  courtesy  should  have  dictated  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  personal  communication  with  him  on 
the  subject  ! 

Mr.  Callaghan,  “  in  obedience  to  the  order 
of  the  coroner,"  now  states  that  it  was  about  15 
minutes  past  3  when  he  first  went  to  Mr.  B.’s 
bouse. 

Now  the  question  of  fact  as  to  the  time  at 
which  the  constable  called  at  Mr.  Bennett's 
house,  lies  really  between  the  constable  and  Mr. 
B.'s  servant.  The  Utter  says  it  was  at  a  quar¬ 


ter  to  five— the  former  says,  first,  “  about  half, 
past  three,”  aad  afterwards,  “  about  15  minutes 
post  three."  Which  are  we  to  believe  ?  For 
our  ova  part,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  «« 
place  most  reliance  oq  the  statement  made  by 
Mr.  B.’s  servant.  But  setting  aside  that  point, 
we  ask  what  time  was  it  for  a  medical  man,  hi 
full  practice,  to  he  summoned  at  half,  or  even  a 
quarter  past  three,  to  attend  an  inquest  at  four  ? 
And  what  case  wa»  it  to  require  aa  inquest, 
when  such  evidence  aa  Dr.  T.'s  was  sufficient 
to  satisfy  the  jury  as  to  the  cause  of  death  ? 

It  was  quite  a  work  of  supererogation  for  the 
coroner  to  tell  us  that  “  it  is  not  his  practice 
to  consult  medical  gentlemen  as  to  the  propriety 
or  necessity  of  beking  sach  enquiries. "  There 
is  proof  enough  of  that  fact.  But  we  contend 
that  he  would  perform  his  duty  much  more  sa¬ 
tisfactorily  aad  correctly  if  it  were  so,  except¬ 
ing,  of  coarse,  all  cases  which  involve  a  charge 
of  neglect  or  malpractice  against  the  medial 
attendant.  At  “judge,"  it  is  bis  duty,  even  in 
the  preliminary  proceedings,  to  take  the  best 
evidence  be  can  obtain  to  guide  him  in  his  deci¬ 
sion  aa  to  the  necessity  of  an  enquiry,  and  who 
so  fitted  to  give  him  correct  information  u  the 
medical  practitioner  in  attendance  ?  But  no  1 
Mr.  Brenan,  with  never-to-be-sufficiently-ad- 
mired  taste  and  judgment,  prefers  the  impure 
and  muddy  ditch  to  the  pure  and  sparkling 
fountain-head,  the  tattling  gossip  of  imbecile 
old  women,  the  prejudice*  of  the  ignorant  or 
the  insinuations  of  the  malicious,  to  the  honest 
and  intelligible  testimony  of  an  educated  man. 

What  is  the  conclusion  from  all  this  ?  That 
Mr.  Brenan  held  an  inquest,  which  he  would 
have  ascertained  to  be  unnecessary,  had  he  gooe 
to  the  proper  source  for  his  information,  instead 
of  listening  to  “  lying  rumour  with  her  hundred 
tongues" — that  by  so  doing  he  has  unnecessa¬ 
rily  outraged  the  feelings  of  the  surviving  rela¬ 
tives,  and  expended  the  public  money  without  a 
cause — (“  rob  me  the  exchequer,  llai") — that 
he  is  ignorant  of  the  very  elements  of  bis  duty 
as  a  “  judge,” — and  that  be  has  acted  most  un¬ 
fairly  to  Mr.  Bennett  in  order  to  favour  his 
protbgb,  Dr.  Tierney,  who,  by  the  way,  is  a 
most  convenient  witness ;  he  is  always  ready  to 
give  evidence,  whether  he  knows  anything  about 
the  case  he  is  called  upon  or  not ;  he  just  goes 
and  looks  at  the  body,  and  tells  you  inconti- 
Dentlv,  without  a  moment’s  hesitation,  what  it 
died  of  1  Is  this  instinct,  or  what  is  it  ? 

How  is  this  state  of  things  to  be  re¬ 
medied  ?  Mr.  Brenan,  having  been  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Home  Authorities,  knows  there 
is  do  power  here  to  remove  him,  and  obeys  co¬ 
lonial  enactments,  or  not,  just  as  he  thinks  pro¬ 
per.  Removed,  however,  he  must  be,  and  the 
question  is,  how  is  this  to  be  done  ? 

We  would  suggest,  that  every  medical  man 
who  may  be  callril  to  a  case  which  may  appear 
to  him  to  require  an  inquest,  should  forward  a 
note  to  the  coroner  stating  the  main  facts,  and 
that  copies  of  such  notes  be  sent  to  us,  with  such 
other  remarks  as  may  be  necessary  as  to  the 
proceedings  thereupon — whether  or  not  an  in¬ 
quest  is  held,  and  the  medical  attendant  sum¬ 
moned — if  so,  at  what  hour  the  summons  is  re¬ 
ceived— for  what  hour  the  inquest  is  appointed, 
and  at  what  time  it  is  held,  & c. 

By  some  such  plan  as  this,  either  Mr.  Bre- 
Dan  will  be  obliged  to  change  hij  course,  or 
such  a  mass  of  evidence  will  be  collected,  »*  1 
when  embodied  is  a  memorial  to  the  Home  b»o- 
vernment,  and  seconded  by  the  assistance  of  in¬ 
fluential  partiee  in  England,  will  not  fail  ot  pro¬ 
ducing  its  due  effect. 
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Adcti.tsiatio’*  or  Da  cos.— . A  di*. 

pensing  chemist  should  alw»yt  retain  in  hi*  re¬ 
collection  the  circumstance*  under  which  pre- 
•crip lion*  are  frequently  written,  the  suffering 
and  consequent  anxiety  which  may  be  iispposed 
to  exist,  and  the  probable  consequence*  of  a  want 
of  proper  attention  on  hi*  part. 

The  mUchief  of  defective  medicine*  U  not 
alway*  Immediate  j  but,  in  some  case*,  even 
fatal  result*  may  be  occasioned  by  the  manner 
in  which  they  mislead  both  the  practitioner  and 
the  patient  It  ia  usual  to  regulate  the  dose  by 
the  effect  produced  ;  and  it  often  happen*,  that 
after  a  remedy  ha*  been  persisted  in  for  a  con- 
•iderable  time,  repeated  "experiment*  may  de¬ 
monstrate  the  necessity  of  aaminUtering  five  or 
•lx  time*  *i  much  as  the  patient  had  taken  on. 
finally.  In  the  case  or  morphia,  jtrychma, 
digital!*  and  other  powerful  medicines,  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  desired  effect  sometime*  depending 
on  impurity  or  adulteration,  the  dose  may  be 
increased  to  such  an  extent,  that  if  the  patient 
happen  to  have  the  prescription  prepared  with 
genuine  material*, the  most  teriou*  consequence* 
may  ensue. 

The  following  case  is  mentioned  by  Dr. 
Chmtuoo  : — u  A  man  affected  with  palsy  took 
every  evening’  gradually-increasing  dose*  of 
itrychnia  lei*  pure  than  the  average,  till,  at 
length,  one  evening,  the  dose  wa»  directed  to  be 
increased  from  two-third*  to  three-fourths  of  a 
grain  ia  two  pills  5  at  the  *ame  time  the  *ample 
of  the  medicine  supplied  by  the  apothecary  was 
changed  for  one  of  almost  »nowy  whiteness, 
and  consequently  far  purer.  Through  some 
lucky  whim,  the  patient  took  only  one  pill.  In 
the  night  he  was  attacked  with  violent  tetanic 
convulsion*,  protracted  spasm*  of  the  extremi¬ 
ties,  severe  locked  jaw,  violent  opisthotonos, 
spasmodic  fixing  of  the  chest,  and  all  the  other 
formidable  symptom*  of  poisoning  from  this 
alkaloid;  in  which  state  he  continued  for  se¬ 
veral  boar*.  From  all  we  kno  n  of  the  effect* 
of  strychnia,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that,  had 
he  taken  both  pills,  the  result  would  have  been 
fatal.” 

The  effect  of  •opfaisftcation*  in  obstructing 
medical  tcience,  is  sufficiently  obvious.  We 
have  reason  to  believe,  that  many  valuable  me¬ 
dicine*  have  been  discarded  or  condemned  be¬ 
cause  the  trial*  have  been  made  with  impure 
sample* ;  and  the  difference  of  opinion  which 
exist*  as  to  the  value  of  remedies  in  general, 
mav,  in  some  measure,  be  accounted  for  by  the 
variation*  in  their  quality. — Pharmaceutical 
Journal,  1841-42.  (May  not  some  of  the 
cases  recorded  of  the  supposed  accumulative 
effect*  of  medicines,  be  referred  to  the  taro; 
cause  as  the  one  mentioned  above? — Ed.) 

Inoculation  or  Animal*. — The  spread  of 
the  murrain  among  cattle  and  sheep  in  the 
•oath — for,  fortunately,  we  are  free  from  it  at 
present  in  the  Highlands — ha*  suggested  a 
step  which  seem*  strange  to  the  uninitiated ; 
the  inoculation  of  stock,  with  the  view  of  miti¬ 
gating  or  preventing  the  serious  attacks  of  the 
distemper.  This  has  been  tried  in  the  south, 
and  we  believe  there  is  no  instance  of  the  ino¬ 
culated  animal  taking  ihe  complaint  when  it  is 
rife  in  the  district.  At  our  wool  fair  last  week, 
Mr.  Fagan,  an  extensive  salesman  in  Liverpool, 
recommended  tLiasulyect  to  the  attention  of  our 
Highland  farmer*.  The  stock  seized  with  mur¬ 
rain  suffer  little  on  farms,  and  are  easily  cured; 
but  when  they  are  driven  on  roads  to  the  mar¬ 


ket,  while  labouring  under  it*  effects,  it  often  Death  rao*  Aconite. — A  nwiancholv  event. 
Drove*  fatal.  As  a  measure  of  precaution,  which  has  recent  I  v  occurred  to  a  restricted 
air.

with  Mr.  Hennell . Upon  thi*  occasion  lam 

more  particularly  induced  to  submit  to  the 
publio  some  circumstance*  which  occurred 
within  a  few  day*  after  the  discovery  of  the 
detonating  compound. 

In  the  period  between  1797  and  1500  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  being  acquainted  with  Mr.  E. 
Howard,  brother  to  the  late  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
who  waa  very  partial  to  chemical  pursuits.  In 
the  year  1799  he  discovered  thi*  fulminating 
mercurial  compound  ;  and  being  desirou*  of 
ascertaining  whether  explosion  would  take 
place  by  the  electric  spark,  he  brought  about 
one  ounce  to  my  residence,  then  in  London,  in 
company  with  our  joint  friend  Mr.  Abernethy. 

Not  aaving  at  that  time  my  electric  appa¬ 
ratus  ia  proper  action,  it  was  agreed  to  defer 
the  trial  to  another  day,  and  at  the  time  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Howard  attended  5  and  most  for¬ 
tunately,  daring  the  interval  he  had  ascertained 
it*  powerful  effect*  ;  viz.  that  eleven  grains 
being  introduced  into  a  strong  ride-barrelled 
pistol,  the  metal,  a  quarter  of  an  inch  thick,  wa* 
rent  and  broken  into  two  piece* ;  two  grains 
were  introduced  into  a  key,  secured  in  a  strong 
vyce,  which  wa*  also  rent ;  and,  in  both  in¬ 
stance*,  with  a  very  powerful  report.  Had  the 
intended  experiment  been  tried  with  the  pro¬ 
portion  brought,  the  results  would  most  pro¬ 
bably  have  been  fatal  to  Mr.  Abernethy,  Mr. 
Howard  and  myself,  as  the  quantity  intended 
for  trial  amounted  to  500  grain*. — (Dr.  Wil¬ 
kinson,  Bath.) — Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

Austealian  Moss. — Dr.  Lankester,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Linnaean  Society,  exhibited  spe¬ 
cimen*  of  a  fucus  sold  in  London  under  the 
name  of  Australian  moss.  It  is  procured  from 
the  rocks  on  the  sea-shore  at  Swan  River,  and 
is  recommended  as  a  substitute  for  Carrageen 
moss,  Iceland  rao*s,  Ceylon  moss,  and  other 
form*  of  fuci  containing  lichenin.  In  some 
parts  of  its  structure  it  resembled  fucus  striatus 
of  Turner,  to  which  it  was  referred  by  Sir 
W.  J.  Hooker.  From  specimens  in  the  Her¬ 
barium,  Dr.  Lankester  thought  it  more  neariy 
related  to  the  fucus  spinosu*  of  Linnseu*.— 
Medical  Times. 

Chemical  Solution  or  V esical  Calculi. — 
M.  Sementini,  an  Italian  chemist,  ha*  commu¬ 
nicated  a  proceeding  fur  the  solution  of  vesical 
calculi  to  the  Scientific  Congress  at  Naples. 
He  injects  into  the  bladder,  at  intervals,  a  liquid 
slightly  acidulated  with  hydrochloric  acid, mixes!  j 
with  a  verv  small  quantity  of  sulphuric  acid 
M.  S.  has  assured  himself  thAt  the  bladder, 
even  when  diseased,  will  bear  thi*  injection 
without  injury. — IM.

Not  sufficiently 
mindful  of  his  age,  Dr.  Mala  took  the  tincture 
of  aconite  in  doses,  the  accumulation  of  which 
produced  an  alarming  depression  of  the  nervous 
system,  from  which  he  was  ultimately  unable 
to  raily,  and  thus  fell  a  victim  to  that  want  of 
a  due  appreciation  of  the  circumstances  of  his 
own  case,  30  common,  we  may  add,  amongst 
medical  men  when  treating  themselves,  com¬ 
bined  with  th*  incaution*  use  of  a  powerful 
drug,  with  the  operation  of  which  he  was  bat 
imperfectly  acquainted.  Thi*  unfortunate  case 
should  prove  a  warning  to  every  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,  as  well  in  the  pursuit  of  Li*  profes¬ 
sional  avocations,  as  in  inducing  him,  when 
himself  suffering  under  serious  illness,  to  fcav* 
recourse  to  the  advice  of  some  brother  practi¬ 
tioner.

The  Heine  or  the  Cow  a*  a  Remedt. — 

In  a  paper  of  M.  BouiAingault  ia  a  fact  which, 
he  observes,  will  surprij-  chemists  and  physio¬ 
logists  ;  it  is,  that  u  the  urine  of  herbivorous 
animal*  contains  bicarbonate  of  potass,  and  not, 
as  is  generally  believed,  subcarbonate.  With 
the  urea  and  hippuric  acid  this  urine  curiously 
resembles  an  alkaline  mineral  water.  It  might 
be  employed  to  dissolve  uric  acid  calculi.  I 
speak  more  seriously  than  you  will  be  disposed 
to  believe,  when  I  say  that  I  should  have  more 
confidence  ia  the  urine  of  one  cf  my  cows  than 
in  an  alkaline  solution  prepared  by  many  cele¬ 
brated  chemists.” — Lancet.

It  has  also  occurred  to 
them,  that  it  might  be  advantageous  to  medical 
men  to  suggest,  that  ia  adaschterisg  exter¬

The  murl^v-exasjijjatioa  of 
th*  body  preyed  that  Dr.  Elite,  th#  owner  of 
th#  hydropathic  estahiishmost,  wxs  gait*  ai*. 
t&kta  ia  supposing  that  deceased  had  diseas*  of 
th#  liver,  and,  oven  if  ha  had,  bath*  of  tepid 
water  would  be  injurious.  Congestioa  of  th# 
heart  and  lung*  was  th#  causa  of  death.  That 
would  be  croducsd  by  th#  application  of  cold 
to  th#  surfac#  of  th#  body,  or  anything  which 
depressed  th#  powers.  Water  undsr  83  de- 
eroes  would,  under  certain  circumstance*,  pro- 
cue*  congestion.  Th#' coroner  summed  up, 
leaving  th#  jury  to  decid#  whether  Dr.  Elite 
had  acted  with  da#  caution  in  hi*  treatment  of 
th#  deceased,  or  whether  b#  had  acted  rashly 
and  without  do#  caution.  Tb#  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  “  manslaughter.”  He  was  tried 
at  th#  Central  Criminal  Court  on  the  20th 
June,  and  acquitted.
